Efforts to Mediate 
LAUSANNE, Jan. 31.—The French 
delegation’s announcement that 
it 
could not consent to 
leaving Laus­ 
anne so long as there were prospects 
of agreement with 
Turkey

complications among the allies which

East conference 
this morning to the brink of a greater 
impasse than had been anticipated 
for “treaty day." 
The French decision,

declined from an average of 27,308 In 
the three years prior to prohibition 
to 14,485 in the three subsequent 
years, while juvenile court cases de­ 
clined from 1,599 to 1,538 
The sur­ 
vey was made public here yesterday 
by the information bureau of the pro­ 
hibition unit. 
Deaths from alcoholism in the two 
years immediately following the be­ 
ginning of prohibition enforcement, 
it says, averaged 53 a year, while in 
the five preceding years the average 
was 205. 
Alcoholic Insanity cases 
averaged 38 in the first two post pro­ 
hibition years against 72 In the three 
pre-prohibition 
years, 
It adds, and 
the increase In bank deposits in the 
three years succeeding 
prohibition 
as compared with the three preced­ 
ing averaged 48 per cent, with the 
number of depositors gaining 37.7 
per cent. 
The record of felonies, the survey 
says, shows an average of 2,848 in 
the three years subsequent to prohi­ 
bition as compared with 2,720 in the 
five preceding years. 
Inquiry into 
the “apparent reasons for this in­ 
crease,” how ever,^ declares, reveals 
that from 
1917 
to 1920, 
when “a 
most vigorous enforcement of the

MUST AWAIT THE 
PURCHASING POWER 


By the Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, O., Jan. SI.—There 
Is no real remedy for the farmers 
condition but to wait until “the con­ 
suming and purchasing power of his 
customers catches up,” T. N. Harvey, 
professor of economics at Harvard 
University in 
an adress 
yesterday 
at farmers week at Ohio State Uni­ 
v e r s e . 
“ Until about 1900, the rapid expan­ 
sion of farm areas In this country re­ 
sulted In a surplus of farm products,** 
Mr. Harvey continued, which had to 
be sold at low prices. From 1900 to 
1920, the surplus was disappearing 
and the purchasing 
power 
of the 
world was catching up with the pro­ 
ducing power of American families. 
Since 1920, through the lack of pur­ 
chasing power on the part of our 
best foreign customers, our farmers 
again are left with a surplus on their 
hands. There is no real remedy but 
to wait until the consuming and pur­ 
chasing power catch up, a they will 
before long.” 
Discussing the proposed plans of 
extending credit 
to 
farmers, 
the 
•peakers asserted credit is of no ad­ 
vantage to a farmer unless he either 
Is making money or showing signs of 
being able to make money in the 
near future. 
“It is of no advantage unless he 
ran use more capital and use it so 
profitably as to yield him enough to 
pay the loan and leave him a sur­ 
plus besides,'* he said. 
'‘The real difficulty is found in the 
’arm community that cannot finance 
itself, but must attract loanable capf­ 
u l from 
distant 
sources. 
Special
